Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed October 3, 2005 (with Certificate of Mailing of September 
29, 2005) have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

3. Applicant argues propemess of finality of last Office action. 

In response. Applicant's amendment of the claims filed March 21, 2005 enlightened 
Examiner's new interpretation of the claims and made the claims clearly open to rejection based 
on new interpretation of the amended claims. Therefore, AppHcant's amendment necessitated the 
new ground(s) of rejection presented in the Office action mailed June 29, 2005. 

Consequently, finality of the Office action mailed June 29, 2005 is deemed proper. See

4. Applicant argues HoUenberg's indicator 6A is not the indicator of present invention. 

In response, claimed indicator is met by the combination of Cai et al. (US Patent Number

an indicator (6a Figure 2; 6f Figure 4; 6j Figure 6) for the direction of movement of a mobile 
data memory (Figure 2, 4, 6, 1 1) so that the user can clearly visualize his location and direction 
of movement. 

As explained in numerous times by HoUenberg, indicator 6a (Figure 2), 6f (Figure 4), or 
6j (Figure 6) depict direction of movement as claimed. See, for example, column 13, line 31; 
column 15, lines 2-3; column 18, line 12; and context.
